First of all Chief of Police Devery waa 


Indicted by the NLVV York grand jury on 
a charge of interfering with State Su- 
perintendent of Elections McCullash in 
performing his duty. 
Later Governor 


Roosevelt "took"a hand" In the contro- 
versy, sending a. message to Mayor Van 
Wyck, notifying him that if he had not 
taken steps to secure a recall of th» Dev- 
ery order of last Sunday, in which it 
is claimed the chief of police orfl 
d 


his subordinates to disregard the a .a 
superintendent o£ elections and his sub- 
ordinates, that he woult! be held re- 
sponsible as the head of the city gov- 
ernment for the action of the- chief of 
police provided it should result in any 
breach of the peace. 


After a conference between the mayor 


and Chief of Police Devery, the chi^f 
sent out a letter rescinding his former or- 
der. 


This apparently closes the controversy 


that has been going on between Mc- 
Cullagh and the police department for 
eome time, and is the direct result of 
an order Issued by Chief Devery Sunday 
night, Informing the uniformed police 
force that "tactics and methods of in- 
timidatnon have been perpetrated upon 
respectable citizens by John, McCullsgh" 
and it is the duty of policemen to "pro- 
tect the honest right and franchise of 
every citizen." 


Assistant District Attorney O'Reilly, 


speaking for District Attorney Gardiner, 
said that the indictment against Chief 
Devery was absurd; that it could not 
possibly hold; that inasmuch as it did 
not charge the commission of an overt 
act there could not possibly be any in- 
terference. 
Colonel Gardiner himself, 


discussing tha Indilctmint, said:

name to that indictment is a forgery. 
It was placed there without my knowl- 
edge, consent or authority.

Can Become Truly Great by It. 


GIVES TO FOEEIQHESS.

/ Mtnirter Wu Tin* Fang made a re- 
markable »peecb the other day at the 
(founder's day celebration of Carnegie 
Institute In Plttsburg. Responding to 
the cordial sentiment with which he 
Vras received, the Chinese minister 
(frankly told his audience that he had 
intertained doubts about the propriety 
fcf appearing In public at that time 
When first approached by the commit- 
>ee. But he made use of this public 
kppearance to tell a large and repre- 
sentative 
American 
audience how 


deeply he deplored the trouble in 
fehina, says the Philadelphia Press. In 
^be course of his address, entitled 
••Educational Ideals In and Out of 
China," the minister said many signifi- 
cant things. In a newspaper interview 
Mr. Wu was even more pointed, say- 
toe: 


"The foreigners In Chlca should treat 


•fee Chinese people with less arrogance 
pf they wish to live in that country In 
pafety. Their future interests In China 
may depend on this. I do not wish to 
Criticise Americans or men of any 
other notion, but you do not under- 
stand here the conditions that exist in 
China." 


"What assurance," Mr. Wu was 


asked, "have we that after the foreign 
troops are withdrawn from China 
[Americans can live there In peace?" 


"Well," said the Chinese minister, 


""as I have said, this may depend some- 
what upon the manner in which for- 
ieigners conduct themselves in China. 
I do not like to talk on these matters 
at present, because in this country you 
flo not understand just the attitude of 
the Chinese toward foreigners. They 
are often arrogant to our people, and 
consequently the most friendly rela- 
tions cannot exist. What tb« Chinese 
ask is fair treatment. We would like 
foreigners in our country to act toward 
us as our citizens conduct themselves 
while In the United States. It is, as 
you call it, the golden rule. If this were 
followed, it seems to me there would 
be no more trouble with China." 


Speaking of present condition* In 


(China, Mr. Wu said: 


"It is Impossible to keep from my 


people the knowledge of the settlement 
rwhich the powers are making. The 
government will be compelled to make 
payments of large sums for what has 
been done, and the Chinese in all parts 
of the empire will learn of this. They 
will demand to know the cause of 
these payments, and from this source, 
It no other, they will learn of the set- 
tlement that has been made." 
f In the course of his speed 


i said: 
'Education, as the word Implies, Is 
.e process of drawing out what is in a 


jnan and in raising him mentally and 
morally above the level of the brute 
creation. From time Immemorial China 
lias recognized the importance of this. 
Ihe methods adopted to this end are 
different from those which obtain In 
western countries, bnt peculiarly suit- 
ed to the genius of the Chinese lan- 
guage,

mas gift made from ribbon is a case 
for playing cards, says Harper's Ba- 
rar. This requires hajf a yard of rib- 
bon an inch and a half wider than the 
cards selected. Overhand the seams 
with Bilk of the same color, make deep 
hems and leave a place for the draw 
string, which should be a narrow rib- 
bon of the same color or of a color 
that makes a pretty contrast. Se=w on 
one side two cards taken from a minia- 
ture pack. 


Another ribbon tri0e is a twine bag. 


This requires half a yard each of two 
shades of ribbon. It Is pretty to take 
the college colois—black and yellow, 
Harvard red, Yale blue or any two 
colors that go well together. Cover a 
circular piece of cardboard on both 
Bides with ribbon.

CARDINAL GIBBONS' WISDOM 


Cardinal Gibbons preached his usual 


ante-election sermon Sunday. He said: 


'. "Next to God, our country should 
jfcold the strongest place in our affec- 
. lions. When we reflect on the in«sti- 
] inable blessings we enjoy under our 
, eystem of government, when we con- 
, eider the civil freedom which is shared 
i by every citizen and the liberty we 
possess of worshiping the God of our r 


i fathers without let or hindrance; when I 


-we consider the proteu^on without es- 
jpionage which surrounds our person 


;'and property, when we reflect on our 
unparalleled material prosperity and 
the facilities which are accorded to ev- 
ery industrious man to earn a comne- 
tence, and that no citizen is debarred 
by the Constitution from competing 
for positions of the highest rank, when 
•we reflect on all this ft should be our 
delight as well as our duty to do all in 
ov r power to perpetuate our oolitical 
Institutions and to avert any dansrer 
that may threaten to assail them." 


Touching upon the contest decided 


today, the cardinal passed on to dis- 
cuss the citizen's obligations: 


"No citizen should be a drone In the 


social hive. No man should be an in- 
different spectator of the oolitical and 
civic- events which are occurring around 
him. As we are all equally protected 
In our person and property by the 
strong arm of the government, we 
should take a nersonal, loyal and vital 
interest in the nation's welfare. The 
more intelligent and influential you are 
the greater "should be your concern in 
public affairs. For if cultivated and 
virtuous men withdraw from all par- 
ticipation in national 
or state or 


municipal elections, the government of 
the commonwealth will be left in the 
liands of incompetents and demagogues 


The cardinal turns to the people and 


expresses an abiding faith In them. 
We can all endorse these words: 


"For my part, whatver mav be the 


result of the presidential election, I 
have an abiding faith in the perpetu- 
ity of our republic 1 have an •un- 
bounded confidence in the good sense 
pnd patriotism of the American peonle. 
They love the constitution. They cher- 
ish our political and civic institutions. 
They revere the fathers of the country. 
' The illustrious founders of the nation 


. though they be all dead, still live bv 


their writings and example. 
Their 


light still shines ur>on us. Their voice 
is still heard in the land.

"By the chart wh'.ch they have left 


• us, and by +he aid of Divine Provi- 
dence, the shin of state will be safely 
guided through all time amid lowerins 
clouds and troubled seas, between the 
Scylla of absolutism and despotism, 
and the Cbarybdis of anarchy and so- 
cialism."

Surely, a 
great honor to us, a consequence of 
the Cuban war, and an opportunity 
well used and not smacking of selfish- 
ness or narrowness. No imperialism 
there. 


"Under his administration the nation 


has stood up and declared its word 
was better than its bond—that, if a 
question as to the rneanitg of its bond 
existed, that Question should be an- 
swered in the highest tone-that the 
nation would make our standard gold. 
The rioral, the hi2h-n;'nded, the wise 
value far exceeded the material value 
of this step, and, like all such acts, 
did us great good with the rest of the 
world; but still more M'ith the chief 
men concerned—ourselves.

or no service. The Boston Herald is 
frequently guilty of this error of hold- 
ing back deserved recognition.

1901, and ending on the following 
Wednesday, recently made a number 
of Important announcements through 
The Yale Alumni Weekly. The most 
material is in relation to the bicenten- 
nial fund, subscriptions for which 
amounting to f653,474 up to Oct. 26, 
1900, are reported by the finance com- 
mittee. Of that amount $244,069 has 
been paid for land. As President Had- 
ley at the last commencement dinner 
announced that the fund subscribed 
then was $500,000, about $153,474 has 
been subscribed since that time. Of 
the fund subscribed $99,110 Is assigned 
by donors for special purposes. A total 
of $282,404 has been paid out for site, 
plans and construction up to date. One 
of the three gentlemen offering $100,- 
000 each on condition that those sums 
were duplicated has made one-half of 
his subscription outright. Last com- 
mencement President Hadley announc- 
ed, that the total cost of the bicenten- 
nial group of buildings would be $940,- 
000. The cost of the dining ball now 
going up will be $300,000. The total 
number of subscribers to the general 
fund is 607. 


After the presidential election an ear- 


nest effort will be made to secure funds 
to complete the group of buildings on 
which, apart from the dining hall, the 
corporation is unwilling to begin until 
sufficient funds are In sight. 


The announcements repeat many fea- 


tures of the celebration heretofore out- 
lined, but the following new ones are 
given out: A special committee baa 
charge of the invitations to guests, 
which are now being prepared. An in- 
dividual Invitation is to be sent to each 
living graduate.

A Padding Instead of a lllns TJied to 


Join the Happy Couple, Who Ent 
With Their Fln»er» From the Same 
Olib, Cooked by tbe Medicine Man. 
This quaint story of a wedding among 


the Navajo Indians is related by a white 
man now working as a missionary with 
this tribe. The Navajo reservation takea 
in a large strip of country in New Mexico 
and Arizona, and the Indians number 
•early 20,000. The missionary writes as 
follows: 


"A short time ago we were invited to 


be in attendance at a marnage 'ceremony 
of one of the Navajo braves to one of 
the fairest daughters of the reservation. 
This ceremony was to be performed in 
the true Indian custom about four miles 
from Fort Defiance at about 7 o'clock in 
the evening. We arrived at the desig- 
nated hut at the appointed time, and a 
tree was pointed out to us where we could 
tie our hor»BS. A considerable number 
of Indians were already there. The gov- 
ernment agent at Fort Defiance and the 
blacksmith were also invited, and they 
entered the hut a short time after we had 
arrived. 


"The squaws were all busily cngns^tl ia 


baking bread, frying meat and h«;inig 
coffee, for all Navajo ceremonies mus=t l-t» 
preceded by a sumptuous feast. A good 
meal must be eaten before the medicine 
man can administer his 'holy medicine.' 
We have often wished that we might 
have a phonograph here in order that we 
might keep a record of the clear and res- 
onant voices of the Navajoes. When they 
have once started to sing with all their 
might and main so that the beads of per- 
spiration trickle down their cheeks, iliiy 
offer a sight that would put any stnmser 
on the run. Their howling far surpasses 
than of a pack of wolves. 


"Fifty braves had gathered on this oc- 


casion and two chiefs who put on a groat 
many airs. The cause ot" the feeling of 
superiority with these chiefs is that the 
government has appointed them as judges 
to settle all disputes and trivial differ- 
ences that may nrise among the members 
of the tribe. On account of this they 
have tho opinion that they possess a 
great deal of wisdom and must be re- 
spected accordingly. One can readily im- 
agine that these chiefs are the worst ras- 
cals among the Indians, except possibly 
the medicine men. 


"Some of the braves became impatient 


when they were compelled to wait a short 
time for the supper and went outside to 
roast a sheep at their own expense over 
a campfire. But we were all soon seated 
about tbe table in the hut and enjoying 
our supper immensely. After we had 
partaken of the meal a large earthen dish 
was brought forth, and the medicine 
man, who then acted !n the capacity of 
priest, began 'he* making of a pudding. 
We ascertained- from the Indians at our 
Bide that this wus to be the wedding cake. 
While seated in the hut the approach of 
many horses could be heard. These, w« 
learned, were fiom the bridegroom as 
pay to his father-in-law for his prospec- 
tive bride. 


"After the pudding was well done, It 


was placed in a basket made for that 
special purpose, aud the medicine man, 
carrying a jog of \v ater and the basket, 
headed the procession of the bride and 
her friends to a new hut, where the 
bridegroom stood in waiting for his fu- 
ture wife. We followed the procession 
and entered the hut, where w- were giv- 
en reserved seats at the side of the medi- 
cine man. He commanded the bride and 
groom to be seated next each other. 
Then, taking the jug, he poured water on 
the hands of the bride and commanded 
her to wash both hands of her future 
husband. 
Thereupon the bridegroom 


was commanded to do likewise to the 
hands of hia bride. This ceremony im- 
pressed us a great deal, for it shows the 
true mutual submission both husband 
and wife must be willing to undergo. 


"After the hands of both had been 


washed tbe wedding cake, or, rather, 
pudding, was placed before the bridal 
pair, and after it had been covered with 
holy powder the exact places where they 
must eat from it with their fingers was 
pointed out to them. Following tbe com- 
mand, the young man put his right hand 
into the pudding and began eating, the 
hi ido followed his example and began to 
cat of the pudding where the impression 
of her future husband's fingers were still 
to be seen. 


"After the bridal pair had made the 


circuit of the entire dish, eating as they 
went, the medicine man declared the cer- 
emony complete with the simple word 
'kaddib,' and the couple stood before th» 
assembly as man and wife. 
It .did ap- 


pear to us as really odd to see a couple 
united with tbe simple ceremony of eat- 
ing. 
We wondered why this ceremony 


was not accompanied by a song and ask- 
ed if that was the end of it, whereupon 
we received the sirmMo nfflrmntivf- of 
•ow.' 


"Bread and coffee were then brought to 


the party, and all began to eat for the 
second time, to the honor of the bridal 
pair. We also partook of the bread, 
which really tasted good, but pissed the 
wedding 'pudding,' which was now given 
to the party. The pudding looked tempt- 
ing and must have tasted good, judging 
from tbe manner in which tbe Indian 
fuests reached for it. 


"This marriage ceremony Is not fhfr«- 


qnent among the Indians, for the; believe 
in plural marriages, and some have a 
number of wives. Very few white people 
have witnessed the ceremony, however, 
•nd possibly few would cire to ECO it the 
second time. Divorces arc also just if 
frequent among the Indians. This is an 
evil against which we have to contend."— 
Grand Rapids Press.

Much Darnaqe Done bv the Drouth. 


Silos Gaining in Popularity 


The state board of agriculture has is 


sued the following statement on the 
crops of the year: 


"The spring opened 1ai« and the cold 


weather of May tended to still further 
retard vegetation. The frosts of the 
10th and llth did much 
damare to 


early vegetables and in a lesser de- 
gree to the fruit croi>. Pastures and 
mowings were generally in excellent 
condition. Fall seeding did not win- 
ter as well as usual, owing to the lack 
of sno-t-^avering during winter. The 
fruit bloom was the heaviest for years. 
The severe frosts of the 10th and llth 
injured peaches and strawberries se- 
verely, i;lums and cherries to a lesser 
degree, and apples practically not at 
all. Insects did very little damage. 
Spraying is increasing, but not rapidly. 
There was a fair sunply of good farm 
h^ip. Wages averaered about $lg a 
month, with board and about $1.25 ner 
day wittiout board. There was even 
less change than usual in. the acreage 
of farm croos. 


In June there was 'very little injury 


from insects. Cool weather held corn 
back, but it was otherwise In eood 
condition. Haying was not generally 
beg-un and the crop did not promise 
to be UD to the avpra^w. Early pota- 
toes showed a slie-ht increase In acre- 
age in eastern sections, and there was 
prospect of a" good crop. Early market 
garden crops, with the exception of 
asparagus, were about «verase as to 
yield and price. The supply of dairy 
products was about normal, with prices 
slightly increases. Pasturage was in 
good condition, though likely soon to 
need rain. Strawberries weve far from 
a good crop, but prices ruled high. 
Apples promised a good crop, peaches 
a light crop, pears fair and plums gen- 
erally a light crop: cherries were a 
very poor crop, having suffered badly 
from frost. 


No noticeable damasre from insects 


was reported in July. Indian corn was 
generally in good 
condiaion. thoueh 


perhans a little late. Silos continue to 
gain in popularity. Haying was com- 
pleted with from two-thirds to three- 
fourths of a full crop: quality <rood and 
condition first class. The acreage of 
forage crops was considerably increas- 
fd because of the short hav cron. and 
they were generally In f.,ir condition 
Market garden crops ivere srenerally 
short, owinsf to drouth; prices about 
as usual. Early potatoes were nearly 
a failure, owing to drouth. 
Arvo!es 


promised a good crop; pears fair, plums 
light, peaches light, quinces and grapes 
good. Pastures wer^ in need of rain 
in all sections. Rye. oats and barley 
were generally good average crops. 


At the end of Ausrust Indian corn 


promised a fine crop in all excetrt Es- 
sex, 
Middlesex a.nd Barnstable count- 


ies, where it was somewhat off. Row- 
en was a lie;ht crop in all sections.

were 
b-plo-w 
the 


average, owing to drouth. Blight was 
not general and there was little rot. 
Tobacco was generally an excellent 
crop, and cutting was practically com- 
pleted at the end of the month. An- 
ples promised a good cron; pears fair, 
peaches light, grapes good, cranberries 
light. Pastures were far from being ; 
in good condition, and cattle were fed 
at tho barns in many sections. Oats 
and barley were below the average as 
to grain and straw. Poultry keepini 
was generally found profitable, but not 
enough attention is paid to it fn most 
cases. 


Indian corn in September was ra- 


ther more than an average cror> in 
western and contra! sections and ra- 
ther less in f astern, 'me ruuen uroo 
was far below tho normal and in many 
sections was practically a fp.ilure. Fall 
feed was also far below tho norrnal. I 
Much less than the usual amount of ; 
fall seeding had been done, owins' to 
the drouth, and much of it was just 
coming up. Onions were less than an 
average crop. Potatoes were prnoablv 
not over a two-thirds crop; little rot 
and. quality good. Tho prospects for 
root crops were not flattering. Celery 
was a fairly good crop. Apples prom- 
ised to give one of the largest crons 
on record, but th« gale of the 12th took 
off on»-tH!rd to one-half of them. 
Little was done to utilize the windfalls, 
•xeept for edier for vinegar making. 
Pears were a fair crop; plums ll<rht; 
peaches average; grapes a very pood 
crop; cranberries little. If any, over half 
a crop.

The evening schools opened last eve- 


ning with a rush that was unexpect- 
ed. The total enrollment for the open- 
ing- night was in the neighborhood of 
400, while it has never been over 300 on 
the opening 
night 
before.

number, about 250 are illiterate minors 
who are required to attend by law, 
practically all of those \\i\o were locat- 
ed in the factories benig present. 


The Drury school had by far the 


largest number, the enrollment there 
bteing about 250. At the Houghton 
school there were 110, tvlid at the Grey- 
lock school about 40. ./here -was an 
unexpectedly largre number of the mid- 
dle classes, those who are not illiter- 
ates, and yet who-are not prepared to 
enter the high school. As announced 
some time ago, no especial effort was 
to be made for this class, but those 
who were present last evening were 
all eager to begin work, and were for 
the most part new pupils, who have 
not 
attended 
night 
school 
before. 


These, if they attend regularly, will 
bs cared for. 


Tonight it will be necessary to have 


two new teachers at Drury, to accom- 
modate the classes that will be formed. 
They will be Miss Mcry Madden and 
Miss Gertrude Sheldon. 


It was noticeable that among the 


number were several middle aired men, 
who were anxious to increase their edu- 
cation, and who are taking this way 
to do it. 


The high school department at Drury 


haH about 20 pupils, and this seems 
likely to become one of the most suc- 
cessful branches this year. 


The drawing school was also well 


attended. There were about 20 in the 
free-hand class taught by 
Mr. An- 


thony, and about 15 in the mechanical 
class taught by Mr. Williams of the 
Arnold print-works. The 
free-hand 


will meet Monday and Tuesday evp- 
nings, and the mechanical class Wed- 
nesday and Thursday evenings.
